Mayor  Barry 
Proclaims 
Miles  Day 

District  of  Columbia  Mayor 
Marion  Barry  is  expected 
to  proclaim  October  20, 
1984  "Miles  Davis  Day"  and  to 
present  the  legendary  trumpet 
player  a  proclamation  in  a  cere- 
mony October  19.  The  official 
reading  of  the  proclamation  will 
be  broadcast  as  part  of  WPFW- 
FM's  day-long  tribute  to  Davis  on 
October  20. 

The  broadcast  is  an  interpreta- 
tion by  producer  Arnae  Burton,  of 
WPFW's  mission  to  archive  jazz 
and  to  promote  Washington, 
D.  C.  as  a  jazz  capital. 

From  High  Noon  til  "Round 
About  Midnight",  we  will  salute 
Davis  and  the  momentus  impact 
that  he  has  made  on  American 
music  for  more  than  30  years.  At 
the  same  time  we  will  offer  a 
unique  glimpse  at  the  "Prince  of 
Darkness"  by  exploring  the  mys- 
tique that  has  surrounded  him 
throughout  most  of  his  career  by 
presenting: 

•  Portions  of  his  entire  re- 
corded musical  career  with  a 
special  emphasis  on  the  greatly 
misunderstood,  yet  exceptional 
music  he  created  in  the  early 
1970's  before  his  retirement,  as 
well  as  examining  recordings  of 
those  perceived  to  be  directly  re- 
lated in  musical  styles  and  con- 
cepts to  Mr.  Davis  at  that  time 
(i.e.:  Duke  Ellington,  Sun  Ra,  Jimi 
Hendrix,  and  Sly  Stone); 

•  A  panel  segment  in  which 
critical  analysis  of  literary  publi- 
cations on  Mr.  Davis  will  be  dis- 
cussed by  prominent  writers  in- 
cluding Thulani  Davis,  A.B.  Spel- 
man,  and  W.A.  Brower; 

•  Candid  interviews  with  past 
and  present  band  members  from 
Sonny  Rollins  and  J.J.  Johnson 
to  Pete  Cosey  and  Brandford  Mar- 
salis,  busines  colleagues  such  as 
Jim  Rose  (road  manager),  Teo 
Macero  (producer),  Dr.  George 
Butler  (CBS  executive),  and  Bob 
Kato  (photographer),  and  Davis 
himself. 

We  invite  you  to  join  us  as  we 
salute  the  world's  most  renowned 
musician,  and  honor  his  accom- 
plishments as  we  do  best.  Join  us 
as  we  slip  into  darkness. .  .Oc- 
tober 20,  1984. 

Writer  Clayton  Riley  wrote  a 
stirring  tribute  to  Miles  Davis  for 
the  Black  Music  Association  in 
1983.

The  concert  features  one  of 
the  oldest  functioning  big  bands  in  America  today,  combining 
knowledge  of  the  past  with  a  vision  of  the  future  in  a  multi- 
dimensional, constantly  moving  performance. 

The  theme  for  this  unique  festive  event  is  Cosmic,  if  you 
choose  to  come  in  costume.  This  evening  of  fun  and  music  is  a 
benefit  event  for  the  continued  focus  on  great  jazz  by  District 
Curators  and  WPFW-FM. 


Miles  Davis 


This  evening's  tribute  to  Miles 
Davis  celebrates  the  life  of  an 
extraordinary  artist,  a  man  whose 
music  extends  across  the  five 
most  recent  decades  of  the  20th 
century.  Through  his  work  as  well 
as  through  the  expression  of  a 
definitive  personal  style,  Miles  re- 
mainsan  eminent  source  of  influ- 
ence on  the  times  in  which  he  has 
lived  and  performed. 

He  is,  of  course,  most  regularly 
associated  with  the  idiom  of 
American  art  called  jazz,  but  even 
the  most  casual  attention  paid  to 
the  several  creative  periods  Miles 
Davis  has  experienced  reveals  a 
scope,  of  effort  and  vision  that 
simply  cannot  be  harnessed  by 
any  label.  From  what  some  might 
consider  his  inchoate  trumpet 
essays  with  Charlie  Parker's  band 
in  the  late  1 940s,  through  the  com- 
manding presence  his  horn  repre- 
sents today,  Miles  has  consist- 
ently been  a  spirit-force  in  a  rest- 
less stream  of  consciousness. 

A  dart  thrown  at  a  Miles  disc- 
ography  could  land  anywhere  on 
the  listing  and  point  to  a  notable 
moment  in  the  progessive  devel- 
opment of  modern  American  and 
international  taste  in  living  music. 
Ensemble  constructs,  from  or- 
chestral designs  to  the  galloping 
muscularity  of  the  quintet,  are 
clearly  represented  as  units 
formed,  then  changed  or  aug- 
mented, sometimes  dissolved  and 
re-created,  often  in  alliance  with 
the  outstanding  thinkers  and 
players  of  the  eras  when  they 
appeared:  Bird,  Gil  Evans,  Dizzy, 
Bill  Evans. . . 

The  power  of  Miles  is  also  associ- 
ated with  individual  pieces  of 
music  that  have  helped  form  both 
musical  and  chronological 
senses  of  time  for  his  listeners 
throughout  the  world.  The  Savoy 
Sessions  with  Parker  speak  to  the 
motion  of  Black  Americans  to 
urban  American  areas,  particu- 
larly during  and  immediately  after 
the  Second  World  War,  a  tribal 
journey  that  among  other  things 
brought  new  shape  to  the  sound 
of  the  dancehall,  and  a  larger  set 


of  implications  to  the  meaning  of 
the  Blues. 

Subsequent  recordings  and 
personal  appearances  by 
Miles  embraced  both  the 
technical  and  emotional  complex- 
ity possible  in  a  community  of 
creative  explorers  in  touch  with  a 
premise  of  the  American  writer 
Albert  Murray,  who  believes  that 
improvisation  is  the  highest 
human  endowment.  Reflecting  on 
the  uses  of  human  energy,  Miles 
traveled  in  a  world  he  organized 
as  he  moved  through  it:  Miles 
Ahead,  Walking',  Odyssey,  Work- 
In'  and  Steamln'  Milestones, 
Miles  in  the  Sky,  Directions . . .  are 
merely  a  few  of  the  signposts 
along  a  most  formidably  demand- 
ing aesthetic  highway. 

But  if  being  on  the  road,  so  to 
speak,  may  seem  a  masculine 
conceit  as  a  central  reference  to 
these  musics,  a  resonant  beauty 
and  grace  will  always  character- 
ize the  male  voice,  too,  as  exem- 
plified, say,  in  "Sketches  of  Spain" 
or  "In  a  Silent  Way,"  to  name  but  a 
pair  of  examples. 

This  is  also  to  say  once  again, 
incidentally,  that  with  Miles,  the 
label,  no  matter  how  sincerely 
provided,  is  probably  useless. 
Cool  School,  Hard  or  Post-Bop, 
Fusion  or  whatever  may  be  cur- 
rent by  tomorrow  morning,  really 
have  not  been  able  to  assign 
much  value  to  an  artist  whose 
playing  extends  from  deeply  pri- 
vate places  to  make  public  state- 
ments about  virtually  everything 
in  our  lives,  from  wearing  clothes 
to  appreciating  the  art  of  prize- 
fighters to  a  proper  way  of  pour- 
ing champagne  or,  finally,  to  know- 
ing how  briefly  everyone  is  here 
and  how  much  there  is  to  be 
done. 

The  ancient  art  of  bearing  wit- 
ness remains  a  most  honorable 
way  of  addressing  the  human  con- 
dition. Great  artists  have  always 
done  this,  and  Miles  is  surely  one 
who  keeps  the  focus  sharp  but 
ever-widening,  both  pleasing  and 
provoking  the  witness  around 
him.  Gathering  to  say  to  him  that 


much  has  been  heard  and,  per- 
haps, even  more  has  been  learned 
from  the  many  ways  he  has 
chosen  to  live  and  work,  provides 
the  simplest  measure  of  truth  for 
this  evening. 

A  tribute  to  Miles,  then,  occurs 
on  time,  or  soon  enough,  at  least, 
for  it  to  be  noted  that  Miles  is 
here. .  .and  so  are  we.

Trumpeter,  composer  Malachi 
Thompson  has  decided  to  make 
Washington,  D.  C.  his  new  home. 
Thompson,  and  The  Freebop 
Band  recently  appeared  at  the 
Fort  Dupont  Summer  Theatre, 
with  special  guest  vocalist  Leon 
Thomas. 

I  had  the  pleasure  of  talking 
with  Malachi  about  his  life,  his 
music,  and  his  goals.  Here  are 
some  highlights. . . 

AB:  Other  than  the  trumpet, 
what  instruments  do  you 
play? 

MT:  Primarily  the  trumpet,  a  lit- 
tle drums,  piano,  and  vo- 
cals. . . 

AB:  How  are  were  you  when 
you  first  started  to  play 
trumpet? 

MT:  I  was  eleven  years  old.  I  was 
brought  up  in  a  home  where 
music  was  accessable,  and 
my  mother  was  very  cultu- 
rally aware.  She  would  take 
me  to  jazz  concerts,  and 
she  also  had  an  extensive 
record  library  that  I  could 
draw  from. 

AB:  Tell  us  about  some  of  the 
music  you  experienced  as  a 
youth,  what  impressed  you 
most? 

MT:  Mainly  Count  Basie's  big 
band  and  I  think  Ray 
Charles  was  also  on  that 
show.  What  I  felt  was  the 
energy  from  the  music.  One 
of  the  trumpet  players  had 
no  sheet  music,  I  found  that 
to  be  interesting.  I  guess  he 
had  his  parts  completely 
memorized.  I  thought  that 
was  amazing. 

AB:  Did  you  think  as  a  youth, 
that  you  would  someday 
become  a  jazz  musician,  as 
an  adult? 

MT:  It  was  a  dream,  I  didn't  pre- 
pare myself  for  a  career  in 
music,  even  though  I  played 
in  school  bands,  I  didn't 
realize  until  later  in  my  high 
school  career  that  you 
could  make  money  playing 
music. 

AB:  What  does  the  term  "jazz" 
mean  to  you? 

MT:  Jazztomeisanartform.lt 
is  one  of  the  original  indi- 
genous Black  Art  Forms  of 
America.  Jazz  is  the  music 
of  the  Black  Man,  it  is  play- 
ed all  over  the  world,  by  all 
nationalities  of  people,  it 
has  universal  appeal. 

AB:  What  about  the  term  free- 
bop?

Malachi  Thompson 


MT:  There  was  an  era  of  bebop. 
I  was  exposed  to  jazz  in  the 
60's,  and  the  critics  had 
something  they  called  hard 
bop,  which  was  a  hard,  driv- 
ing sound  of  music.  You 
had  John  Coltrane  and  Eric 
Dolphy  with  their  experi- 
mental music.  This  was  the 
era  in  which  I  was  brought 
up.  Jazz  is  not  a  fixed  music 
its  something  that  is  alive 
and  growing.  Freebop,  I  feel 
incorporates  all  of  that. 

If  you  have  a  free  and 
open  mind,  to  use  it,  includ- 
ing rhythm  and  blues,  avant- 
garde,  and  dixieland,  be- 
bop. Free  to  move  through- 
out the  idiom  wherever  your 
imagination  will  take  you.  I 
think  all  people  have  some 
kind  of  musical  ability, 
that's  why  people  identify 
with  music.  Some  have  it 
more  than  others.  If  you're 
setting  in  church  or  at  a 
concert  patting  your  feet, 
you're  a  part  of  the  music. 

AB:  Are  you  presently  working 
on  something  new? 

MT:  Yes,  Leon  Thomas  will  be 
featured  on  my  new  release 
entitled  "No  More  Hard 
Times."  It's  a  blues  tune. 
We  plan  to  release  it  some- 
time around  the  holidays. 

AB:  How  was  your  recent  trip  to 
Europe  with  Lester  Bowie's 
Brass  Fantasy  Band? 

MT:  Hectic,  but  fun ...  I  enjoyed 
most  the  Pori  Jazz  Fetival  in 
Finland.  We  had  a  break  in 
between  gigs,  for  a  few 
days,  the  weather  was  great 
and  I  had  a  chance  to  mix 
and  mingle.  On  that  show 
Miles  Davis  and  Sarah 
Vaughn  opened  the  set.
